THE  MAIN  PURPOSE  of  the 
mock  convention  is  to  enable  the 
students  to  participate  in  a party 
nomination  for  President  in  1968 
election  and  to  simulate  approval 
of  a party  platform. 

Approximately  200  BYU  stu- 
dents will  assume  the  role  of 
national  Republican  delegates  and 
will  serve  on  several  convention 
committees  as  campaign  man- 
agers, key  note  speakers,  and 


Historian  A.  Toynbee 
Tells  of  World  Troubles 


WASHINGTON  (AP)— Histor- 
ian Arnold  Toynbee  said  Sunday 
the  Soviet  Union  and  the  United 
States  should  join  forces  and 
compel  Communist  China  to 
abandon  its  atomic  bomb — thus 
remo\ing  a major  menace  to 
peace. 

TOYNBEE,  INTERVIEWED  on 
the  ABC  radio  and  television 
show  Issues  and  Answers,  em- 
phasized however  he  thinks  China 
is  certain  to  be  a major  world 
power  again  and  that  America’s 
China  policy  is  wrong. 

China  should  be  brought  into 
the  United  Nations  also,  he  said, 
“because  (then)  she  would  be 
more  manageable.” 

The  author  of  the  massive  12- 
volume  “A  Study  Of  History”  also 
sized  up  President  Johnson  as  a 
politician  who  may  become 
statesman  and  “A  very,  very 
great  man.” 

PRESIDENT  CHARLES  DE- 
GAULLE  of  France  “is  a great 
man  . . Toj-nbee  said.  “His 
greatest  act  . . . was  to  get  the 
french  out  of  that  horrible,  wick- 
ed war  in  Algeria  without  hav- 
ing a military  revolution  in 
France.” 

^ut  Toynbee  rated  DeGaulle’s 
resentment  of  his  World  War  II 
treatment  by  Britian  and  the 
United  States  as  “less  than 
great.” 

U.S.  President  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy, he  said,  “was  ...  a world 
figure.  He  went  to  the  hearts  of 
people  all  over  the  world.” 

But  the  greatest  man  of  the 
20th  century,  Toynbee  said,  was 
“without  a doubt,  Mahatma  Gan- 
dhi”, the  man  who  led  India  to 
independence  from  Britiaa 
Toynbee  said  “on  the  eve  of 
the  atomic  age  he  demonstrated 
that  it  is  possible  to  make  radical 
political  changes  without  blood- 


shed.” Gandhi  used  non-violent, 
non-cooperation  methods  to  achi- 
eve his  goal. 

On  China,  Toynbee  said  “the 
menace  is  through  her  gaining 
atomic  weapons  and  not  the  fact 
that  she  is  Communist  and  view- 
ed as  an  aggressive,  expansionist 
power.” 

“She  is  certainly  going  to  re- 
cover her  position  (of  world 
power)  whatever  we  do  . . He 
continued,  “and  I hope  when  she 
does  she  will  quiet  down  a bit  and 
go  back  to  her  more.  . . easy  go- 
ing attitude  toward  life.” 

U.S.  pride  is  involved  in  Viet 
Nam,  he  said,  and  it  doesn’t  mat- 
ter much  whether  China  or  the 
United  States  is  dominant  there. 
Viet  Nam,  he  said,  will  likely 
prove  just  as  indigestible  for 
China  as  she  has  been  for  France 
and  America.

BYU  debators,  Don  Black  and 
Steve  Davis  returned  Sunday 
boasting  a third  place  rating  at 
the  (Golden  West  National  In- 
vitational Debate  Tournament  in 
Redlands  California. 

THE  PAIR  took  a loss  at  the 
hands  of  a team  from  George 
Washington  University  in  the 
semi-finals  of  the  tournament 
which  was  hosted  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Redlands. 

In  placing  third  they  defeated 
two  teams  from  the  University 
of  Southern  California,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  and  last 
year’s  national  debate  champions 
from  the  University  of  Pacific. 

“WE’RE  QUITE  proud  of  our 
record,”  said  Steve  Davis,  spokes- 
man for  the  group. 

Another  team  which  went  from 
BYU  but  did  not  place  in  the  tour- 
nament was  that  of  Beverly  Berry 
and  Mary  Ann  Quinn  who  came 
out  with  a 5-3  record,  which  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Davis  would  have 
placed  them  approximately  11th.

These  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Stew- 
art Grow,  professor  of  the  politi- 
cal Science  310  class,  and  promin- 
ent local  party  leaders. 

THE  SECOND  SESSION  to  be 
held  on  'Tuesday  will  include  the 
presentation  of  the  four  commit- 
tee reports.  Majority  and  Minor- 
ity summaries  and  debates  will 
follow. 

The  third  session  will  convene 
on  Wednesday  when  the  candi- 
dates will  formally  be  nominated 
by  a party  roll  call  vote.

Roll-call  balloting  from 
the  state  delegates  will  determine 
the  GOP  Presidential  and  Vice- 
presidential  candidates.
